NEW YORK, July 7.—Although 
still confined to bed at his Glen 
Cove (Long Island) estate, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan is convalescing satis- 
factorily from a heart attack suf- 
fered three weeks ago, according to 
a member of the immediate family, 
who asked that his name be with- 
held. 
It was first announced last week 


that Morgan was suffering from 
neuritis, but the family spokesman 
admitted today, when questioned by 


a Post-Dispatch reporter, that it| 
was a heart attack, known in med- | 
icine as coronary thrombosis—a 
blood. clot in one of the coronary 
arteries which supply blood to tire 


heart. 

One of these arteries, it 
learned, was obstructed by a clot 
and complete rest to the patient is 
expected’ to enable other arteries 
to the heart muscle to take up the 
work and correct the impaired con- 
dition of the muscle should the cict 
fail to dissolve or pass On. 


Patient in Fine Spirits. 

Morgan is in fine spirits, said 
the member of the family, “and 
ought to be around in a few days.” 

“The doctors in a case of this 
kind prescribe every precautionary 
measure,” he said, “and these are 
being strictly observed. We are not 
at all alarmed. The patient is quite 
comfortable.” 

Morgan became ill three weeks 
ago at the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Stephen V. R. Crosby, at West 
Manchester, Mass., with whom he 
had been visiting. Dr. George 
Denny of West Manchester, who| 
was called, diagnosed the case as_ 
coronary thrombosis, but said it) 
was not serious. As Morgan’s con- 
dition showed progressive improve- 
ment from the beginning, it was 
decided to remove him to Gitn 
Cove.

Problem of Moving Patient. 


Morgan's bulk, 260 pounds, called 
for heroic measures, and so on July 
1 the Manchester Fire and Police 
Departments were pressed into 
service. 

Fire Chief Manuel Miguel got out 
his ambulance and Chief of Police 
George Dean provided some husky 
patrolmen. Morgan’s private car 
had been sent to Manchester. 

Morgan walked from his bed to 
the stretcher in the Crosby home, 
but there was a sharp turn in the 
stair that presented an engineer- 
ing problem for the moment. it 
was necessary to raise the huge) 
man on the stretcher above the! 
heads of the bearers. Once down- 
stairs, Morgan exclaimed: “Well, 
that’s over.”

Reed said formal settiement of 
the walkout, begun six weeks ago, 
is dependent on a vote of the work- 
ers. He added: “We are not dis- 
closing any terms of our informal 
agreement because we dont want 
anything to mar settlement.” 

James F. Dewey, Department of 
Labor conciliator, assisted in the ne- 
gotiations. 

Wilson earlier refused to deal 
with a committee representing the 
strikers and a meeting with a sub- 
stitute group was arranged. 

A statement issued by Vincent 
Sweeney, representative of the Steel 
Workers’ Organizing Committee, 
said a ‘tentative agreement’ to end 
the strike had been reached. 

Sweeney's statement said: 

“The committee of five members 
of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers of 
North America, representing the 
employes of the Wheeling Steel 
Corporation at Portsmouth, O., who 
have been engaged in a strike for 
the past six weeks over matters 
affecting the proper adjudication of 
local grievances, consummated a 
tentative agreement with the assis- 
tant to the president of that cor- 
poration in Pittsburgh this after- 
noon.

Engaged to Captain in King’s 
Bodyguard.

COPENHAGEN, July 7.—The ap- 
proaching marriage of Mrs. Ruth 
Bryan Owen, United States Minister 
to Denmark, to a Captain of King 
Christian’s bodyguard was an- 
nounced today by the Captain’s 
mother. 

The prospective bridegroom is 
Capt. Boerge Rohde, 42 years old, 
bearing the title “kammerjunker,” 
honorary gentleman groom to the 
King. He was reported on his way 


to the United States, and it was 
said he would join Mrs. Owen there 
within a few days. 

In 1913, Rohde became an appren- 
tice in an Icelandic firm. He _ en- 
tered the army in 1915 and was 
commissioned a Lieutenant of  in- 
fantry in 1921. He was transferred 
to the King’s bodyguard in 1924 
and was made a Captain in 1932. 
His title is given only to officers of 
the bodyguard and the Royal Hus- 
sars, 

Capt. Rohde asked for and re- 
ceived permission of the Foreign Of- 
fice to wear his uniform while 
abroad, presumably at the wedding. 
This consists of a tall bearskin cap, 
a scarlet jacket and light blue 
trousers with silver stripes. 

Denmark heard the official an- 
nouncement of the engagement over 
the radio tonight. 

Mrs. Owen met her fiance only 
six months ago. 


Mrs. Owen Confirms Report of Her 
Engagement.

WASHINGTON, July 7—Mrs. 
Ruth Bryan Owen, Minister to Den- 
mark, confirmed by long-distance 
telephone today the report of her 
engagement to Capt. Beorge 
Rohde. Mrs, Owen said he would 
arrive in this country soon, but that 
plans for the marriage were indefi- 
nite. 

Asked whether the marriage 
would mean her resignation as Min- 
ister, Mrs. Owen’s answer was 
“nothing to say.” 

Mrs. Owen, 50 years old, is the 
daughter of William Jennings 
Bryan. She has been married 
twice. Her first husband was Wil- 
liam Homer Leavitt, an artist. They 
were divorced March 3, 1909. On 
May 3, 1910, she was married to 
Maj. Reginald Owen of the British 
Royal Engineers, with whom she 
went into the Egypt-Palestine cam- 
paign in 1915. She served as a hos- 
pital nurse. He contracted trench 
nephritis, from which he died Dec. 
12, 1927, in Miami, Fla. 

She entered politics and won a 
seat in Congress as a Representa- 
tive from Fiorida. In 1932 she was 
defeated in the primaries, but the 
following year President Roosevelt 
made her Minister to Denmark. 

When she was married to Major 
Owen, she lost her United States 
citizenship, but since that time the 
United States law has been changed 
so that American women retain 
citizenship. Mrs. Owen had ‘a fight 
to retain her seat in Congress on 
this point, but. she argued the case 
herself and won. 

When she arrived in New York 
aboard the Pilsudski Sunday, she 
said she intended to take a vacation 
and then start on a political speak- 
ing tour. 

“I am sure of victory for Pres- 
ident Roosevelt,” she said. 

“Madame Minister,” as she is 
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called by her associates in the 
diplomatic service, is regarded by 
Danish newspapers as one of the 
most popular diplomats ever sent 
to Copenhagen.

Anderson argued that the Wagner 
Labor Disputes Act was unconsti- 
tutional and asserted that the hear- 
ing, if continued, would damage the 
respondents. 

Decision of Judge Criticised. 

In granting the injunction, the 
Court cited a decision by Federal 
Judge Merrill TF. Otis of Kansas 
City, in a similar case, as follows: 

“Judge Otis reached the conclu- 
sion a temporary injunction should 
be issued and held that this law 
(Wagner Labor Disputes Act) un- 
der which the proceeding was had, 
is unconstitutional. Without pass- 
ing on the merits of the controver- 
sy, the same rule will be applied in 
this case.” 

After signing the order, Judges 
Sanborn and Woodrough indicated 
that the ultimate disposition of the 
temporary injunction is contingent 
in a large measure on the pending 
decision of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in another 
case, Stout versus Pratt, involving 
labor matters. 

When official notice of the St. 
Paul decision reached the offices 
of the National Labor’ Relations 
Board here, the trial examiner, 
Charles A. Wood of Washington, 
adjourned the hearing at the con- 
clusion of testimony of one of the 
13 former employes of General Mo- 
tors, who alleged they were victims 
of discrimination. 


Tells of Being Fired. 

The witness, William H. Zeller, 
1827 Coleman avenue, testified he 
had worked in the Chevrolet as- 
sembly plant here at various times 
since 1922, until last Nov. 15, when 
he was discharged. His dismissal 
followed a complaint that he had 
failed to tighten bolts in the instru- 
ment panel assembly on which he 
was engaged, he testified.

LEADERS OF ALLIED WORKERS 
MAKE DEMANDS ON LANDON 


Request Permission to Address Leg- 
islature 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 7. — Five 
leaders of the Kansas Allied Work- 
ers asked Gov. Alf Landon today 
for permission to address the State 
Legislature. 

“That’s entirely in the hands of 
the Legislature,” the Republican 
presidential nominee told the group. 

The Governor received Ralph 
Ridley, Cherokee County, president 
of the organization, and four others. 

“They wanted an appropriation 
for a tuberculosis hospital in Cher- 
okee County, among other things,” 
the Governor said.

Icide, 20 years old, was the son of 
a packing house foreman and lived 
at 741A North Tenth street, East 
St. Louis.

I said there 
was no use hitting me any more be- 
cause I’d say whatever they wanted 
about spending a night with a wom- 
an. Later Williams took a hold on 
me and said they’d quit beating me 
and I’d get a life sentence if I 
confessed. 

“I confessed about that time and 
didn’t know anything until the next 
day.” 

Southard testified whe slapped 
James once during the investiga- 
tion. 

Edward F. Lynch, reporter for the 
Sheriff's office, testified he took 
down the alleged confession. He did 
not notice any violence used on the

SNELL THINKS SPENDING 
WILL BE CAMPAIGN ISSUE 


Democrats Did Not Say One Thing 
About It in Platform, G. O, 
P. Leader Points Out.

POTSDAM, N. Y., July 7.—Repre- 
sentative Bertrand H. Snell, Repub- 
lican House minority leader, re- 
turned to his home last night pre- 
dicting that “Government spending 
probably will be the foremost ques- 
tion of the 1936 presidential cam- 
paign.”

FOR INAUGURAL 
RACES, NOV. 29

LOS ANGELES, July 7.—Plan for 
‘a new $1,400,000 speedway, which 
will accommodate 125,000 specta- 
tors and have a concrete two-mile 
oval track, were disclosed today by 
Zack Farmer, executive vice-pres- 
ident of Los Angeles Raceway, Inc, 

Located on 400 acres adjoining 
Los Angeles municipal airport, the 
race plant also will be utilized as 
a testing field for aircraft and mo- 
tor cars and proving ground for 
automotive parts, Farmer  an- 
nounced 

An airplane runway, 4800 feet 
long and 700 feet wide, is to be con- 
structed in the center of the field, 
Electrical timing devices, under Na- 
tional Aeronautical Association di- 
rection, will be furnished a three- 
Kilometer testing course. 

The first major race is scheduled 
for Nov. 29. 

On Feb. 22—-Washington’s birthe- 
day--each year, the track will spon- 
sor the spring opening of the ine 
ternational racing season.

Suicide: The Second Attempt 


Most ominous trend in Europe today is the widespread thought, even expectation, of 
war, which fills minds of all peoples, writer says; common citizens trust own 


leaders, but think those of other nations are preparing to fight; wide discussion 


may postpone international suicide for a time, Sheean thinks, but scarcely forever.

OBODY with a grain of caution in his 
make-up could be found to predict, in 
crass certainty, the near approach of a 
general European war. Such predictions are 
more dangerous to the prophet than to any- 
body else. But what any spectator of the 
European drama must feel is that the moves 
and counter-moves of politics, the speeches 
of dictators, the conferences of statesmen 
and the agitations of the press are dominat- 
ed throughout by the thought of war. 
This has become so blankly evident, so 
appallingly obvious, as year follows year and 
nothing serious is done to avert the peril, 
that the ordinary people of any European 
country have only one question to ask after 
every such conference. It is: “Is there go- 
ing to be war, or is it postponed again?” 
The thought of war has so invaded the 
mind of Europe, and made itself so thor- 
oughly at hqme there, that the events of the 
past year have quite easily transformed it 
into what is no longer a mere concept, but a 
confident expectation.

It is interesting to notice the forms this 
expectation takes. Frenchmen of my ac- 
quaintance are serious about war if about 
nothing else; they know a lot about it; they 
dread it as they dread nothing else in life; 
and they feel that it is pressing upon them 
with an awful imminence. I have heard 
Frenchmen lately say: “We have always 
known war would come, and now the Ger- 
mans have practically admitted their inten- 
tion by their deeds; for God's sake, let us 
make war quickly before they are any bet- 
ter prepared, or we shall be wiped out.” 

Here you have a psychological curiosity 
dangerous to the whole of humanity—the 
thought of war has changed into an expecta- 
tion, and the expectation has changed into 
a wish to make war quickly and get it over 
while there is a chance of victory. Such an 
attitude is not uncommon among otherwise 
enlightened Frenchmen, and it does no good 
to argue with them. 

The English attitude is Altogether differ- 
ent. It seems to be a characteristic of En- 
glishmen—in talk, at least—to treat serious 
subjects with levity; and since the werd 
“war” came to be such a usual substantive 
in conversation, the English 1 know have 
not deviated from their custom. 

They make jokes about it: they say the 
housing problem will become very great in 
the South Sea Islands when war breaks out; 
they are witty about Hitler’s voice or Musst- 
lini's frown. But the point is that they do 
talk about war 2 lot; and whatever their 
tone, it is clear that the approach of the de- 
vouring monster fills them with foreboding.

Perhaps the chief way in which the pre- 
war hysteria works is a conviction, primar- 
ily, that the other fellow is preparing for 
war. It follows naturally that if the other 
fellow is hard at work getting ready, we 
must get ready, too. 

Great Britain is in a rush to strengthen 
its armaments; Turkey wants to refortify 
the Dardanelles; Germany is preparing night 
and day; France is perpetually on the verge 
of general mobilization. AN this—which 
costs untold fortunes and makes the calam- 


ity more certain than ever—is the result of | 


that alarmed public opinion of which our 
daily lives (if they are lived anywhere in 
Europe) afford constant examples. 

Another oddity: in the ordinary talk of or- 
dinary people, the sincerity of the statesmen 
who so assiduously confer and issue cam- 
muniques is never questioned, so far as l 
know. That is, Englishmen believe in the 
sincerity of Anthony Eden, even when he 
denies that England has any selfish interest 
in the Italo-Abyssinian conflict. Frenchmen 
believe in the sincerity of MM. Flandin, La- 
val, Sarraut and the rest of them; Germans 
believe Hitler when he says he wishes peace, 
and the Italians are passionately convinced 
that Mussolini is a peacemaker, forced by a 
hostile world into attitudes of war. 

Public opinion in each country prefers to 
believe, under the influence of pre-war hys- 
teria, that it is the other country that wishes 
war; and statesmen of all colors, from Hitler 
to Eden and back again, have only to hu- 
mor this preference to obtain credit for al- 
truistic nobility in their public dealings. 

For true cynicism and hard-boiled analy- 
sis, you have to go to journalists and politi- 
cians—who are, whatever their-own prefer- 
ences, trained to see a barn door when it 
is bang in front of them—but they keep 
their frank talk for private consumption. An 
American journalist, one of the keenest and 
most experienced, told me the other day in 
London that he expected war “within about 
two years, three at the most.” 

He went on to say something like this: 
“Hitler wants it, and he'll get it. He may 
even get it without getting the blame for it 
~for the French are going to play into his 
hands. Anthony Eden is a sincere, high- 
minded, noble sort of fellow, who has a gen- 
uine detestation for war; and if he had a 
little more brains, he might be able to do 
something to stave it off; unfortunately, he 
cant. And the League—well, look at the 
damned thing.” 

* - * 

There may be some ray of hope in the 
midst of all this gloomy concentration on 
war, and I am tempted to see one in the 
very fact that everybody does so dwell upon 
the coming calamity. We know by the tes- 
timony of our elders that hardly anybody in 
Europe ‘(except Cabinet ministers, that is. 
and a few of their intimates) really thought 
war would come in 1914. At least the peo- 
ples of the great nations did not think so 
—all were astounded, we are told, and could 
not believe the thing had happened. 

Exactly the opposite is the case today. 
From Cabinet Ministers and ex-Ministers to 
peasants and fishermen, every type or class 
of European has his mind focused upon the 
ghastly probability that has been so plainly 
opened by the events of the past year. There 
is some faint hope to be found in this fact: 
it may be that Europe will not commit sui- 
cide just yet, and that the dread which 
reigns in ordinary talk may have some de- 
terrent effect upon the march of events. It 


may postpone that ealamity. It can scarce- 


ly postpone the event forever.

The labor leaders and the gentle- 
men of the Institute between them 
are following a line of action which 
leads directly to a collectivist econ- 
omy. No private power can for long 
hope to be allowed to regulate na- 
tionally an industry like steel. Too 
many other industries depend updn 
steel, and if prices and labor condi- 
tions are going to be centrally ad- 
ministered, this stupendous power 


cannot be delegated to private em-|: 


ployers or to organized labor. 

There, in the concrete, is the prob- 
lem of monopoly and the choice 
which has to be made in regard to 
it. In 1933, the country thought it 
believed in the possibility of setting 
up under the auspices of the Gov- 
ernment an industrial system in 
which a concert of organized .em- 
ployers, employes and consumers 
could administer prices and wages. 
Experience showed that men are 
not wise enough or unselfish enough 
to operate such a system of regu- 
lated monopoly, and that it is ut- 
terly inconsistent with the Ameri- 
can form of government. 

Public opinion has rejected the 
ideal, and both parties have made 
gestures in their platforms indi- 
cating that they are prepared to 
abandon the idea of a concentrated 
regulation of industry by private 
monopolists or by Government of- 
ficials.

But, here in the steel industry, the 
issue which the platforms dealt 
with is actually raised. And now 
we shall begin to see how genuine 
are the professions of faith. 

For it is manifest, it seems to me, 
that anyone who believes what Mr. 
Hoover said at Cleveland and what 
Mr. Roosevelt said at Philadelphia 
must take his stand impartially 
against all three contenders for 
the power to regiment privately 
the conduct of the steel industry. 
He must oppose the common con- 
ception of the three, of Mr. Lewis, 
Mr. Green and the Institute, that’ 
this industry shall. be governed 
from the outside and from on top, 
from a central point and by blan- 
ket policies. And he must make 
up his mind whether he proposes 
to stand by and let these monop- 
olists fight it out for control at 
disastrous costs to all the, people 
or whether he wishes to move ef- 
fectively and decisively to restore 
a free market in the ‘ndustry, inde- 
pendence and self-government in 
the plants, decentralization of the 
control. 

In the steel controversy, there- 
fore, we descend from the level 
of generalities to the underlying 
realities. And from it we may get 
a test, more convincing than the 
rhetoric of campaign speeches; as 
to whether we have leaders’ in 
America who mean what they say 
and know what they mean when 
they promise to maintain a system 
of free enterprise as against pri- 
vate and public collectivism alike.

The idea may 
seem old-fashioned and sentimental, 
but the West Point motto, “Duty, 
Honor, Country,” is real with them. 
It is the ultimate arbiter of all their 
thoughts and actions.’ It is not 
their business to make or question 
the policy of any administration. 
It is their business to carry it out, 
and they will do that. 

The only group in the army in 
which I ever heard any reactionary 
talk is in the so-called “hump”— 
a great group of officers who were 
injected en masse into the hierar- 
chy of rank at the end of the World 
War—civilian soldiers appointed ‘to 
regular commissions on their short 
war records and old non-coms sud- 
denly exalted to grades they never 
expected to attain. 

Far be it from me to detract from 
them in any way. Some of our best 
officers are in that group. But facts 
are facts. Such men are closer to 
real political experience, are more 


‘conscious of their army rank, and 


have not been schooled from boy- 
hood in the West Point creed and 
code. There is some conservative 
muttering among them, but to the 
general subject here discussed, it is 
not important. While they are nu- 
merous and high in rank, they are 
not in key positions and they do not 
represent army thinking. 

It can be put down as axiomatic 
that the army will take no sides in 
any political strife, and that it will 
faithfully and loyally carry out the 
orders of whatever administration 
is elected.

HIS week’s Municipal Opera, 
T setting forth a revival of “The 

Bohemian Girl,” is for several 
classes of patrons—those who “like 
good music,’ those who remember 
the opera as of former times, and 
those who in attendance week after 
week may hunger for something 
out of the ordinary. 

“The Bohemian Girl,” viewed in 
the light of what has come earlier 
this season and of what is ahead, 
is a distinct novelty. For it gathers 
together, along with Mr. Balfe’s 
precious “you'll-remember-me” mel- 
odies, a heroine who clasps her 
hands in despair, a hero who would 
rather die than suffer dishonor, a 
kidnaper with long mustachios and 
a dirty laugh and a Gypsy Queen 
who mutters, “Now my project 
thrives!"" as she plants the “hat” 
merchandise on the leading lady. 
There has been no tampering 
with conventions. The _ troubled 
people of the piece still come to 
the footlights and let the audience 
in on secrets that were laid bare 
in the program synopsis and Sun- 
day’s paper. They still blow horns 
that sound by remote control in the 
orchestra, they still shoot offstage 
at imaginary stags. Such things 
must be done with a fine apprecia- 
tion of their original merit, or they 
are apt to look ridiculous. “The 
Bohemian Girl” this week is not ri- 
diculous. It’s charming and quaint. 

It offers other variations from its 
fellows this season. It has an hon- 
est-to-goodness overture, which 
caught the late comers unawares. 
It is vocal from start to finish. Pria- 
cipals and chorus turn from one 
song into another, and so easily, in 
this case, that the show never ope- 
comes stodgy. 

No small task is involved, from 
the chorus point of view, in get- 
ting a “Bohemian Girl” ready in 
a week. The opera yses a great 
many people. Retainers have to 
rush offstage and come back a 
few moments later as Gypsies. The 
dancing assignment is not as great, 
but even at that, a neat waltz and 
mazurka reveal the amount of prac- 
tice put in.

Some of 
us, alas, can never develop taste because 
we can never let go of shams. What we 
need is to learn to recognize simplicity 
and proportion and apply our knowledge 
to our needs. I grant you that we may 
never fully appreciate the balance of 
proportion but we can use our common- 
sense and decide whether a thing is suit- 
able. We can consult our conscience as 
to whether an object is simple and we 
can train our eyes to recognize good and 
bad proportion. 

A technical knowledge of architecture 
is not necessary before we can realize 
that an overstuffed leather chair in a 
small goldén cream room is unsuitable. 

Don’t go about the furnishing of your 
house with the idea that you must select 
the furniture of some one period and 
stick to that. It isn’t at all necessary. 
There are old English chairs and tables 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies that fit into our quiet, spacious 
twentieth century homes. Lines and fab- 
rics and woods are the things to be com- 
pared.

ONVERSELY, do not buy as your fan- 
Cov directs. The average woman sees 

something pretty and buys it though 
it has no reference, either in form or 
color, to the scheme of her house. The 
same is true of color. A woman says: “I 
love blue.

houses. Probably when another woman 
would be dreaming of love affairs, I 
dream of the delightful houses I have 
lived in. It was a desire on my part 
to make some of this enchantment avail- 
able to women who are interested in 
houses, that made me decide, in January 
of this year, to present an exhibition 
of interiors. I had just come back to 
New York from Hollywood where I had 
completed the decoration of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gary Cooper’s house in Brentwood, and 
I was in an expansive mood. So I planned 
five rooms, all 

different periods. 


The largest and most ambitious of the 
five is a modern drawing room. I be- 
lieve that the use of modern is the only 
new phase of present-day decbrating. It 
has been badly done in America for the 
past few years. So I decided to prepare 
a distinctive modern room, to illustrate 
the fact that modern, if done competently, 
can have the same finesse as a room of 
traditional period. 


The modern drawing room in the ex- 
hibition, which combines gray, ~ white, 
yellow and chartreuse, has been given a 
very unusual appearance by the use of 
decorative plaster work in the form of a 
modern cornice, with plaster draperies ap- 
plied to the four corners of the room. 
At one end, niches have been built and 
filled with plaster bas relief of large 
flower vases. with naturalistic treatment 
of flowers in plaster radiating from them. 
The vases are softly electrified indirectly. 

The walls have been contrasted to the 
severe whiteness of the plaster by the use 
of a soft gray paint. A steel-gray car- 
pet covers the floor and _ transparent 
lemon-yellow gauze curtains give the note 
of color at the windows. 

There are many interesting pieces in 
the room, including an electrified glass 
table, a chartreuse sofa, a cream lacquer 
tray-table, a mirror screen and a large 
flower painting by James Reynolds.

HE Venetian sitting room was de- 
T siznea around a double pair of very 

fine, old, painted Venetian doors. From 
these doors the color scheme of soft green 
“walls and darker green trim was con- 
ceived. The mantel and over-mante! of 
glass painted with a bird and flower de- 
sign are modern and give a feeling of 
charming modernity to the interior of 
the room, 

The furniture is an assemblage of small 
settees, arm and side chairs of Eigh- 
teenth Century Venetian design. Old 
silks, satins and brocades in soft pastel 
shades have been used for the coverings 
on the small chairs. The large and small 
tables are of the same period as the fur- 
niture and an Aubuson rug of ancient 
lineage harmonizes in color with the 
doors. 

We have christened another room’ “A 
Bachelors’ Bedroom.” Here against a 
background of fine old pine, I have 
assembled a collection of interesting 
furniture, simple in design and char- 
acter and true in period. The bed is a 
reproduction of a wrought iron Vene- 
tian bed, amusingly decorated with red- 
and-white bed ticking. An Eighteenth 
Century bow-fronted chest of drawers 
and a mahogany pedestal writing-table 
with its typical tub chair upholstered in 


fort and a miniature bow-fronted chest of 
drawers serves as a bedside table. 

The use of a crimson carpet, stretched 
from wall to wall, and draperies of the 
same tone in suede cloth are dramatic, 
The whole room is designed to give the 
impression of an owner who has Collect- 
ed interesting objects, from time to time, 
because they particularly appealed to 
him, 

I have again departed from traditional 
methods in order to do a modern mirror 
bedroom in blue and silver. The room has 
been planned to give the effect of sleep- 
ing on a cloud: Beginning at the base 
with the same very deep blue sapphire 
color as the carpet, the walis pale grad- 
ually until they are the color of pale 
sky blue. The draperies and the mod- 
ern bed are fashioned of a silvery biue 
satin. Form and color play an impor- 
tant role in the effectiveness of this 
room. The background has been created 
primarily for ‘the mirrored furniture 
which includes a modern antel and 
over-mantel, a small secretary of en- 
graved mirror and a pair of striking con- 
sole tables with baguette cutting of 
glass. A recessed niche is decorated with 
crystal ships of all sizes. 

My purpose as an interior decorator is 
to assist people to express themselves in 
their homes. If I can persuade you to 
use your graceful French sofa and your 
simple rush-bottom New England chairs 
in different rooms, then I shall have suc- 
ceeded in the preachment of suitability. 

It is a relief to return to the tranquil, 
simple forms of furniture, and to deco- 
rate our rooms by a process of elimina- 
tion. How many rooms have I not cleared 
of junk—this heterogeneous mass of or- 
namental “period” furniture and bric-a- 
brac bought to make a room “look cozy.” 
Once cleared of these, the simplicity and 
dignity of the room comes back, the ar 
chitectural spaces are freed and stand in 
their proper relation to the furniture. In

CHAPTER SEVEN. 


It was easier to talk to American “Luxites’’ like 


¥Y Communist visitors were even more. dogmatic and at times no 
M-:: irritating. 


Rill Haywood and a gtoup of former members of the I. W. W. 
who had been sentenced to long-term imprisonment in America dur- 
ing the anti-Red drive of 1919-20 and had “skipped” to Russia, as 
they termed it, when released on bail pending an appeal against their 


conviction. 


They had little love for the land they had left behind 


them. but their political convictions were for the most part more 


negative than positive. 


As Big Bill once said to me, “The trouble 


with us old Wobblies is that we all know how to sock scabs and mine- 
guards and policemen or make tough fighting speeches to a crowd of 
strikers but we aren't so long on this ideelogical theory stuff as the 


Russians.” 

I suggested that there might be an- 
other difficulty, that the Wobblies 
had been trying to destroy, like the 


Bolsheviks prior to October, 1917, 
-| whereas the latter were now trying 


to build. Haywood replied shrewdly, 
“There's something in that but it 
goes far deeper. These Russians 
attach the hell of a lot to idlelogi- 
cal theory, and mark my words, if 
they’re not careful they'll come to 
blows about it one of these days. 


Don’t you know yet that most of | 
them would sooner talk than work, | 


or even eat?” 

Bill himself was out of place in 
Soviet Russia and his lion-hearted 
energy had begun to flag. He tried 
once to organize a group of Amer- 
ican radicals for work in the Kus- 
netzk iron basin in Western Si- 
beria, but the venture was a failure. 
He stayed in Russia until his 
death six or seven years later, but 
I believe that he would have re- 
turned to America if he had been 
given the assurance that he would 
not have to spend the rest of his 


‘life in prison. 


Another American radical, Bill 
Shatoff, was more fortunate. He 
was several years younger than 
Haywood and had the advantage 
of having been born in Russia and 
knowing the language. Shatoff is 
a big burly fellow and a real man- 
driver. He played an important 
part in repelling the Yudenich at- 
tack on Petrograd, then became in 
rapid succession a banker at Ros- 
tov, director of an oil trust in the 
Caucasus, and head of a steel plant, 
all of course in the service of the 
State. After that he was put in 
charge of construction on the Turk- 
Sib Railroad which he rushed to 
a rapid conclusion. He has now a 
similar but much more extensive 
job on the new main line that is 
being built to connect Moscow with 
the Donetz coal-fields. 

The best of my radical friends 
was McManus, who worked in the 
Comintern headquarters as_ rep- 
resentative of the British Com- 
munist party. Little Mack, as 
he was called, was a Scotch Irish- 
man from Glasgow in his early 
thirties, who died a few years 
later from heart failure. He 
was one of the few sincere Com- 
munists who were willing to 
argue — all night if necessary — 
with someone who did not hold 
Communist views but wished to 
hear them. He was wholly self- 
taught but had a Scotchman’s apti- 
tude for dialectics plus a ready 
Irish wit. I asked him once why 
he became a Communist. He said, 
“Because they put me to work at 


‘the age of 6, stoppering bottles in 


a soda water factory, and kept me 
at it 10 hours a day, for all the 
laws against child labor. When the

inspector came round all of us nip- 
pers used to rush to a hidey-hole 
and stay there quiet as mice till he 
went away; an’ they still do it, as 
I know; don’t tell me there's no

Did you 
hear of the speech he made awhile 
back (this was in the autumn of 
1921) with his talk, ‘Kto Kavo’ they 
call it, which is Russian for ‘Who 
beats Whom.’ They must learn to 
trade, he told them, and beat the 
N. E. P.-men at their own game. 
When they’d learnt that and got 


| their trading organized they could 


begin an attack on the N. E. P- 
men and put them back where they 
belonged. Then later, said Lenin, 
they must organize industry and 
distribution and production. When 
they can put tractors and combines 
and farm machinery in the fields, 
then they can begin again to try 
and socialize the villages. The truth 
of it is, Lenin didn’t want to gO so 
fast with the peasants and harry 
them with requisitions and stop 
their private trade, but it was 
forced on him by the hard logic of 
civil war. He wrote himself, ‘We 
committed the error of trying to 
carry out a direct transition to 
Communist production and distri- 
bution. We decided that the peas- 
ants would give us enough through 
the grain quotas but we were 
wrong. But he never meant to 
give up Communism and lead the 
people back to Capitalism. It ‘is 
only a temporary retreat, I tel] you, 
two steps backward after three 
steps forward, as Lenin said.”

The other fact, equally plain, is 
that nations break their word, not 
out of sheer wickedness—at least 
not often—but because the condi- 
tions accepted were unjust, unrea- 
sonable, if not impossible. 

This is not true, of course, in the 
case of Japan and Italy, where in- 
vasion and conquest were the aim. 


But it is largely true in the other 


instances named, and it keeps us 
from despairing of humanity. 

At least, it is still worth while to 
make treaties, or to remake them; 
but they must be based on reali- 
ties. Otherwise, it is impossible to 


keep them, and all world law is 


brought into contempt. 


Since treaties are the laws of na- | 


tions, they must be made, revised, 


or unmade with the same realism 
that all laws are made or repealed. 
And to do that asks for confidenc | 
good will and wisdom.
